The three, Lorraine, 15; Aud ey, 1 
and 10-year-old Marjorie NcLalaghitin 
were believed to have been suffocated 
and their bodies charred by terrific! 
heat. The girls’ 17-year-olq brother, 
Arnold, escaped by leaping twenty 
feet to the ground from another bed- 
room. He wag confined to bed Thurs- 
day believed suffering from slight 
injuries and shock. 

The two-storey house Was gutted 
by the fire, which broke out curing 
the absence of the parents. When 
firemen reached the scene the house | 
was aflame. Downstairs doors were 
locked and attempts to reach the 
trapped girls were futils owing to ‘| 
tense heat and flames. 

Fire Chief Joseph Blacker said he 
believed the blaze Started from an 
overheated stove pipe. The sey 
of the parlor, at the point where the 
Pipe passed up into the girls’ bedroom 
was badly burned and a stairway 
where Arnold attempted to reach the 
ground floor was destroyed.

UNMARRIED RESIDENTS 
OF GERMANY HIT HARD | 


Unmarried men and women in Ger- 
many were hit hard by a revision of 
the income tax law, published Friday 
enabling the government to take up 
to 55 per cent of their taxable in- 
comes. It increased the tax on bach- 
elors and unmarried working women 
by 12% per cent provided that the 
increase does not make their total tax 
payments exceed 35 per cent of in- 
come. 

An official statement said that the 
revision was drafted to equalize cer- 
tain tax rates “for the general bene- 
fit of all" and because of “‘the extra- 
ordinarily large financial needs of 
the Reich.” How much new revenue 
it would produce was not disclosed. 

As an inducement to have children 
the law provides that childless couples 
married five years with an income ex- 
ceeding 1,800 marks ($720) annually 
can be taxed up to 45 per cent of B.

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RENEW TERRORISM 
IN HOLY LAND 


Soldiers and police were ordered to 
a state of alert throughout Palestine 
Monday as a new wave of Arab-Jew 
terrorism, coinciding with a deadlock 
in the London conference, brought 
death to 26 and injuries to 49 per- 
song over the week-end. 

Three bomb explosions at Haifa 
Jewish market and railroad station 
left 20 known killed and 37 wounded.

The Joliette member, asserting he 
had the support of government mem- 
bers, brought forward a motion sug- 
gesting the Federal Government pro- 
bibit the admission of Communists 
to Quebec, watch “closely” immigra- 
tion and granting of passports’ and 
stop the importation and distribution 
of Communist propaganda and print- 
ed matter in the province. 

The Lower House debated the mo-' 
tion by Barrette and an amendment, 
proposed by C. A. Bertrand (Lib., 
Montreal-Laurier) more than an Réur 
hefore it was adjourned until Wednes- 
day night. 

The Union Nationale member who 
described communism as a “pernicious 
doctrine” aiming at the “rejection of 
all authority” said he had information 
that forty-two Communist newspa- 
pers were published in Canada and 
were mailed to 155,000 readers. 

“Communism is well organized in 


‘Caneda because of ignorance of tol- 


erance.”” he said, criticizing Federal 
authorities for repeal of Section 98 
of the Criminal Code which “permit- 
ted seizure of all seditious literature.” 

“We are justified in asking Ottawa 
for collaboration in our fight against 
communism,” the Joliette member 
added. “T ask Opposition members to 
make representations to the Federal 
Government for assistance to Quebec 
in the battle it undertook alone two 
years ago.” 

Bertrand told the Legislative As-

Richard Bryer, 52 year old Trenton 
resident, was instantly killed on 
Saturday afternoon, when fifteen tons 

| of coal fell on him. 

He had stepped under an overhang- 
ing ledge of ice and coal to light his 
pipe, when the ledge crumbled. 

Mr. Bryer, who was a truck driver 

_for the B. W, Powers & Son Coal Co., 
'Wag waiting for John Jackson and 


| Ben Defossi, to load his truck. The | 


| two yard workers were shovelling the 
| coal from the foot of the pile into 
the truck. As the crash came they 
leaped to safety and were struck only 
by some of the loose coal. 
Describing the accident, Defossi 
had stepped under the ledge to light 
his pipe. “Jack told him that he 
shouldn't stand there as the ledge 
might give way.” “Oh, I don’t think 
80," said Mr. Bryer. “Just as he said 
that the ledge gave way. Both Jack 
‘and I leaped away, but a lot of coal 


hit me in the back of the legs. We. 


ran for help,”’ said Mr. Defossi. 

Chief William Bain rushed to the 
Scene and immediately enlisted the 
aid of a large number of men in the 
district. After working for nearly a 
half hour they found the body. Dr. J. 
Farley and Dr. W. J. Johnson stood 
ready to render first aid but the man 
was dead when found. 

Coroner Dr. J. Farley ordered an 
inquest be held Saturday evening. 
After the jury viewed the body and 
identification was made, the inquest 
was adjoprned to March 3rd. 

Mr. Bryer had been an employee of 
the Powers & Son Coal Company for 
nearly twenty-five years. According 
to Mr. Defossi and Mr. Jackson, the 
ledge of coal was formed by snow and 
coal freezing together on the top of 
the pile. The men had been loading 
coal by digging near the foot of the 
pile, and the ledge was formed about 
_two feet thick, overhanging the hole. 

| Efforts had been made earlier Sat- 
| urday afternoon to knock down the 
‘ledge, but it wag frozen solid. It is 


thought that the sun had melted part © 


of the ice during the afternoon, and, 
when the men took more coal from 
below it, tons of ice and coal crashed 
to the ground,

| “& people’s parliameng will begin 
‘at the beginning,” he said. “It will 
have a free hand, owing nothing to 
any special class or interest. It will 
re-establish the principles of democ- 
racy. It will set free its essential in- 
struments. Labor will have fair play. 
The great co-operative movement 
will have freedom and encouragement 
to expand, The primary producer will 
no longer be the slave of greedy in- 
terests. The dream of social security 
will be turned into a law. 

“Our monetary system will be 
changed so that it will serve the 
national interest rather than its own. 
The Bank of Canada will be our bank 
in fact and will guide the operations 
of our banking system. We will help- 
fully co-operate with business as long 
as it obeys the lawg of progress. Spe- 
cial privilege is as much the enemy 
of private enterprises as it is 
labor, the farmer and the consumer. 

Our export trade in natural pro- 
ducts will have the aid of govern- 
ment. There will be a minimum wage. 
Alien finance will have no voice in 
our affairs, Canada will be for the 
Canadians.

The exceptional high quality and low 
moisture content of last year's pro- 
duct have impressed favourably both 
the livestock feeder and the commer- 


tial processor of corn products. 

Success in corn growing, says W. 
A. McKenzie, Soils Chemist, Toronto, 
starts with the use of well-bred seed 
of high germinating power. In pro- 
curing seed special attention should 
be paid to source of supply, and this 
is particularly true when purchasing 
seed of the new improved hybrid var- 
fetien. 

Once the seed is selected, measures 
should be taken to protect it against 
attacks of decay and root-rot organ- 
jams. Even best seed may carry 
enough ese insidious parasites to 
injure germination seriously and re- 
duce stand and vitality. Happily, the 
eclentist hag come to the aid of the 
grower, through the development of a 
mercuric dust treatment particularly 
adapted for control of seed-borne dis- 
eases of corn, This dust is easily ap-

HUDSON’S BAY TO PAY 
TRIBUTE IN PELTS TO KING 


Two mounted elk heads and two 
rare black beaver pelts will be pre- 
sented to the King and Queen when 
they arrive at Winnipeg May 24th on 
their Canadian ‘tour. * : 

The gifts are the historic rent 
which the governor and company of 
adventurers .of England trading into 
Hudson Bay—now known as the Hud- 
son's Bay Company—promised to pay 
when King Charles II granted them 
exclusive trading rights in all the 
lands drained-by rivers emptying in- 
to Hudson Bay. | 

The tribute stipulated in the Royal 
charter issued May 2, 1870, was to be 
paid only when the King or his heirs 
or successors visited the company’s 
territory. Because Royal visits to the 
Canadian northwest have been infre- 
quent, this year’s preservation will be 
only the second in 259 years, the first 
occasion being when the Prince of 
Wales, now Duke of Windsor, came to 
Winnipeg in 1927.

CZECH FLIERS | 
SAVE PLANES 


The London Daily Express (Inde- 
pendent) reported that about 1,000 
Czech warplanes had landed in Pol- 
and, Rumania, Yugoslavia and Russia 
since Chancellor Hitler's troops occu- 
pied Czecho-Slovakia. 

The pilots defied orders given by 
President Emil Hacha that all war 
material must be surrendered to the 


Germans. 

‘Most of them,” the newspaper 
stated, “left Czecho-Slovakia Wednes- 
day just before the German occupa- 
tion and fought their way over the 
frontier through a blizzard. 

“Inspection by German air fleet of- 
ficers of large oil depots on the 
Prague airfield revealed that immed- 
iately after the Czech planes took off, 
air holes were bored through concrete 
walls letting the fuel ooze into the 
earth.” 

The Express added that a secret 
formula of cement mixture,used in 
the Sudetenland fortifications , and 
formulae of steel alloys used for the 
best Czech armor had disappeared. 

The paper said it was learned re- 
liably that blueprints of the new auto- 
matic rifle perfected at the Skoda ar- 
mament works had been brought to 
London by the last aeroplane out of 
Prague.

|HON. G. SEDGEWICK 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Hon. George H. Sedgewick, Chair- 
man of the Tariff Board, died at his 
| home in Ottawa Tuesday of a heart 
attack, He was 61 years old. 

A former judge of the Supreme 
Court of Ontario, Mr. Sedgewick was 
appointed chairman of the Tariff 
Board in 1933 by the Bennett Gov- 
/ ernment. He ended a short career on 

the bench to take the appointment. 
| An outstanding corporation lawyer 
‘Mr. Sedgwick was a member of the 
Toronto firm of Fasken, Cowan and 
' Sedgewick, before his appointment to 
the bench. ; 

He considered one of his greatest 
accomplishments the success of a task 
he undertook shortly after his ap- 
pointment to the Tariff Board. The 
Empire trade agreements negotiated 
in Ottawa in 1932 had left British 
textile interests unsatisfied with their 
chances in the Canadian market. Mr. 
Sedgewick went to England and suc- 
ceeded in reaching agreements which 
gave the British interests an oppor- 
tunity to sell in Canada and still pre- 
served the benefits accruing to Can- 
adian textile interests from the 
treaty. |

So heavy has been the flight of 
capital from Europe to the United 
States during the last few days of 
tension over Germany's eastward 
march that shippers of gold to the 
United States have been forced to pay 
a premium to get the metal on boats 
leaving shortly, it was reported in 
banking circles. 

Despite the premium, which makes 
shipping unprofitable at the present 
price of the metal, British advices re- 
ported $93,000,000 and perhaps more, 
of gold would probably head for the 
United States over the week-end. The 
liner Manhattan alone, it was report- 
ed from Southampton will carry $56,- 
160,000 when she sailed Saturday. 

The inflow of gold in recent weeks 
has been the heaviest since the pre- 
Munich crisis, and in the week end- 
ing Wednesday a total of $92,000,000 
in the metal was added to stocks in 
the United States. 

European hoarders, bankers said, 
were shipping eir gold direct to 
American con ees without even 
offering it for sale in the London 
free gold market. On arrival at Lon- 
don it is sold to the treasury at $35 
a fine ounce, minus a small handling 
charze. 

The cost of sending gold to the 
United States includes shipping chr- 
ges, a basic insurance rate of 4 1-2 
cents for each $100 of the metal, a

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DOMINION GOVERNMENT

MISTAKES PILLS 
FOR CANDY AND 
CHILD SUCCUMBS 


Eeting medicel tablets, which he 
helieved to be candy, little Herbert 
Coceper, 3-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Herbert Cooper of Milford, near 
Picton, died in his mother’s arms be- 
fore medical aid could be summoned. 

While playing around the Cooper 
home little Herbert found a box of 
tablets that had been prescribed for 
his grandmother and which. contained 
strychnine.

‘A. Macdonald, Canada’s first Prime 
‘Minister, contaigfing his arguments in

Qttawa last week. 

Written in 1870, it was part of ert

John and W. B. DeBlois. The Lieuten- 
ant Governor discovered the letter in 
Sir John’s handwriting, when he 


for at least half a century. 

Sir John explained in the letter why 
he believed it would be best for the 
island to enter the union. He said the 
terms offered the island were lavish 
and he did not see how the Canadian 
eovernment could possibly offer any 
zrester inducements than were made. 

If Prince Edward, as Sir John call- 
sd the island, insisted on treating 
Canada “as a foreign country” it was 
possible the Canadian. ‘future might 
“treat the island in the same fash- 
ion.” 

Prince Edward Island became a 
Canadian Province in 1873. Celebra- 
tion of the 75th anniversary of the 
Charlottetown conference, prelude to 
Confederation, will take place - at 
Charlottetown this summer.
